In this anda 
few years after that, the schedules were mostly informal, as some teams 
came into the league after the season began, but some other teams disband- 
ed before it ended. Also not every team played the exact total number of 
games as the other teams. NFL standings, and their schedules, did not be- 
come official until 1933, and the league did not have every team play an 
identical number of games until 1936.
